In Kentucky flic l:\\v li\t s tlie 
toll rute for grist iiiillH, it lixtMl 
for one hundred years (he toll 
rates for tnrni)ikes, and in lOOfl 
tliti KiMitiR-ky railroud coiniiiis- 
aion fixed reaaonable ral«t for 
tlic railroads, Imt tlip ruilronds 
felt too big for tlie law aini car- 
tied the matter to the Federal 
eonrts \>y injunction and the 
Federal courts of last resort de 
eided.that tbe State eoold not do 
tfaat. 

The miller, tiie turnpike oper- 
ators mast 8U8])(Mi(i (>|ierationB or 
conform to tlie law, hut the big 
railroads mast earn their stock 
holders 6 per cent on their stock, 
and are allowed to make the 
freiju:lit r.ito to do this. The rail- 
roads could cooforra to the law 
and yield the owners 6 per cent, 
on the cost of the road, liut the 
■t«K-k in this, like all other bi;: 
corporations, is watered some- 
times four fold so that (5 per cent 
• on the stock is really from 12 to 
M per cent, on tbe .eMt'. 

The Fodcr.'il Court Imsiness is 
disgusting in the main. It seems 
to do the bidding of Hie big con- 
cerns. A few weeks airo the Fed- 
eral court knocked out the prose- 
eation^f the StandArd Oil Or>tn- 
piiiiv and released it of the 920,- 
UUO,OUO tine; and it «;as the Fed- 
eral court that knocked out the 
3 cent passenger rate in Missou 
ri, and it is the Federal court 
that has just undone the fair 
workings of the Kentucky Rail- 
road Coramiaaionin fixing freight 
ntei. 

The Federal courts seem to 

knock out every irood law the 
states may enact where it is for 
tbe benefit of thof people acainat 
the hi^ corporations. Verily, 
the Federal courts are doing all 
they can to eoalave the peo- 
ple. 

The Judget of the Federal 
courts are all appointed by the 

President of the I'nited States. 
Tbas indirectly we are led to 
•ee the absolute power of the 
President at last. H't A:an ap- 
point Judges to his own liking 
and these can undo any laws or 
Ifgislation the State may enact 
and there is no rei-Vmrse. This 
is a shame, and we must confess 
that this is in reality anything 
l)ut a free country. It is tqday 
a country where no mnn.can eat 
a /meal' withont paying tribato' to' 
a trust : no man can he clothed 
without paying tribute to the 
(rust; no 'One can lie on a good 
bed witho\)t again jiayinir tribute 
to the trusts, then no one can to- 
day evade paying tributes to the 
trust. But wors't of all accord- 
ing to the Federul courts decis- 
ion there is no remedy but to 
grin ,ind bear if. Kverv W(ird of 
the alcove is true though shame- 
ful that it is true.
